In the year 1886, 2 Commission 
recommended ths removal of the 
military establishments from the 
contre of tke city in order. to 
make room for residential and] 
commercial expansion. Twelve 


}years later, tha anthor of the two 


volumes on the History of the 
Laws and Caurts of Hongkong 
remarked, in dealing with tLis 
question, that “no scheme, so far 


jagscis known, is yet settled in 


regard to the fuTtber removal} of 
the naval and military establish- 
ments.” Yesterday. in the Logis. 
lative Couacil—that is, almost a 
quarter of acentory later still--it 
was announced that the questi-p 
was still unsettled! We are now 
begicnicg to wonder whether the 
transfer will take place within 
the lifetime of any present re- 


sident of the Colony. 


The position appears to be that 
seven. months ago the local 
negotiations on the subject were 
concluded, and the conditions on 
which the establishments should 
be removed to other sites were 
forwarded to the Colonial Office 
acd the War Office, but the local 
Government has not yet been 
informed of the result of the'dis- 
cussion which subsequently took 
place between the two Depart- 
ments. Thus, whilst Hongkong 
regards this rbatter ss one. of 
urgency, the permanent officials 
at Home do not sppear to be in 
the slightest hurry to dispose of 
the issue. When mere tban one 
Government department is con- 
cerned in a question, citcumlocu- 
tion gets its chance-and the 
pudlic must perforce await official 
pleasure. 


In view of the importance of 
this question, it seems tous that 
the local authorities are none too 
informative in their pronounce- 
ments on the subject. Conditions 
have bsen arranged with the 


local military au'horities, but the 
public knows little or nothing-re- 
garding the details of the pro- 
posed tranefer. And by the time 
we do know, it will be too tate to 
get the scheme modified. It 
would be interesting to know also 
whether His Excellency took up 
this question with the Home 
authorities when he wes on leave. 
If so, surely some indication 
could be given: as to how the 
negotiationg-are proceeding and 


when-a final settlement may te 


been made known, and yaster- 
day's reply to Mr. Pallock's 
question therefore contains no 
sew information whatever, But 
the Colony has already waited 
soma thirty-six yoars to get its 
deminds mat, So whe: do a fow 
more Fears matter, anyhow ? 


Lawlessness. . 
Despite the seeming efforts by 
the Canton authorities to suppress 
lawlessness in the proviace, very 
little, if.any, good has resulted, 
and the freebzoters coutinue to 
do very much as they please. A 
teport from Canton relates a 
typical jnstanea of how the 
bandits are haviog thairown way. 
To the Heungshan an? Sun Wai 
districts these desperadoes have 
actually met in opeswonferences. 
At a Tecant meeting they put 
through an agreement whereby 
co-operation will be secured from 
all robber gangs whenerer armed 
resistanca is met with from jonk 
or village folk against the 
robbers’ demands for toil. Junks 
have, of Jate, sailed in company, 
for their mutual protection 
against tha, pirates, and this, 
conjunction with the 
growing obstinacy of the-svillkgers 
when called upon to pay up, led 


[to the conference of rogues re- 


ferred to. We published yester- 
day an account, from our Canton 
correspondent, of ac attack on the 
villaga of Sxm Kwai, in the 
Shuntak district, by a gang of 
about 600 robbers, when, alter = 


s}fight, the whole village was 


plundered, to the extent of $50,000, 
and tweoty inhabitants were 
carried off.

_KIDNAPPED. 


Mutilated Telegram Causes 
Needless Anxiety. 

Rumours were being circulated 
in town yesterday afternoon 
to the effact that an up-country 
inspector in the employ of 
the Asiatio Petroteam Company 
had Lean seized by bandits above 
Whohow. It was stated that Mr. 
J. Hoekveen, a Datchman and, 
well-known in this Colony, had 
been taken captive on Christmas 
Day and was baing hald to ransom, 
aome miles up the river above 
Wuohow. 

To-day wo have made enquiries 
and learn an . interesting 
story. Qne of the Company's bos'a 
left Hongkong recently with 
s oargo ‘of oil and it was 
Mr. Hoekveen’s duty to sae that 
it went to ita destination. Os 
Christmas Day a telegram was 
sent of from Wuchow and when 
received here read ‘“ Hoekveer 
captured by Yoonanese st Mong- 
kong.” Tho Hongkong office of 
the Company proceeded to get 
fate touch with the Dotch Con. 
suls both here and in Canton and 
the naval -ruthorities were in- 
formed of what bad happened. 
Matters evan went so far as the 
dispatching of a gunbort op the 
river. . 

This morning a Telegraph -rep 
resentative oalled on Mr. E. C. 
Bel), ofthe A.P.C, whan Mr. Bell 
explained that tha confirmatory 
copy of the first telegam had jast 
come to hand and bad cleared the 
whole matior*up. The Chinese 
Talegraph Administration had 
missed out from 
message one word which altered 
tha whole sense of tha report from 
the Wuchow office. The first 
part of the message referred to 
the cil cargo which had been 
consigned on the bost in question 
and then should have read:— 
“ Hoekveen reports captured by 
Yunnanese at Hongkong.” The 
word “reports ” was missing from 
the first telecram which made the 
message resd as though Mr. Hoek- 
‘veen himself had been captured. 
What bas actually happened is 
that the boat and its cargo have 
been seized by bandits and 
Mr. Hoekveen reported it to
